RECORD IS BEING BROKEN 

November gives promise of being 
the banner month for the" savings di- 
vision of the Treasury Department 
for the Eighth Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict. 

Sales of Treasury Savings Cer- 
tificates and War Savings Stamps 
are certain to exceed that of any 
other month since the organieation 
was effected, and the work of or- 
ganizing savings societies in the 
schools has exceeded all expecta- 
tions. The interest taken by the pu- 
pils shows The hold the Treasury 
Department's thrift campaign has on 
the young folks. 

Lloyd W. King, one of the field or- 
ganizers, accomplished a bit of won- 
derful work at Springfield last week 
when he organized 140 societies with 
approximately 0,000 members in 45 
minutes. This was done with the ac- 
tive aid of YV. \V. Thomas, superin- 
tendent of the Oreene county schools. 
The tea -la l- and principals were as- 
sembled and instructed and at 10 
o'clock each teacher began the or- 
ganization in his room, and in 45 
minutes the work was occomplished. 

As a specimen of the work done 5n 
the St. Louis schools may he cited th e 
report made by J. It. Benson, prin- 
cipal of the Elliott school. During 
the first ten weeks of school the 
sales aggregated $349.93, and last 
week the sales were so large that 
they went considerably over $$00. 

The postmasters of all classes 
throughout Arkansas, Missouri and 
Kentucky are conducting a vigorous 
campaign in the sales of Treasury 
Savfeg* Certificates in add-on to 



their regular work of selling Savings 
Stamps. The Treasury Department 
has offered a Distinguished Service 
pin to each postmaster who sells his 
quota of certificates and scores of 
the postmasters in all of the states 
are reporting they have already ex- 
ceeded their quotas. 

The sales of the certificates to 
banks by the field workers are also 
far in excess of any other month at 
the corresponding period, and there 
is- scant room for doubt that the sales 
will exceed $1,000,000 for the month.

VENTRILOQUISM. 

A ventriloquist is a person who is 
able to produce sounds that seem to 
come from a distance, or from an- 
other person. He makes i.ery little 
motion of the lips or none at all and 
it is sometimes said that he learns 
his art from the birds.

Paekera' By-Product*. 

The by. product* obtained In the 
packing house Industry may be divided 
Into two classes— the edible and the 
inedible. The inedible constitute the 
external covering (hair, horus, hoofs 
and hides), some of the offal and the 
bone's. From these are prepared a 
great variety of substances, some of 
which have developed Into enormous 
'iidustries In themselves, such as 
leather, soap, glue and fertilizer. The 
Inst mentioned represents the ultimate 
utilization of packing house waste. 

In the manufacture of

The merchants can be protected 
against serious loss and their cus- 
tomers can be served without much 
inconvenience if shoppers will begin 
thdir rounds in the early morning 
hours and not all wait until the af- 
ternoon to make their purcnases. 

As one of the local merchants has 
1 1 ready said, most of the business 
it (lie average store is transacted be- 
tween 9 in the morning and 4 in the 
afternoon, and by the exercise of a 
reasonable degree of co-operation 
between merchant and customer 
therj> need be no material reduction 
in the volume of trade. 

Out-of-town shoppers will come 
earlier and leave for home in their 
own vehicles sooner than they are 
accustomed to doing.

Shrewd buyers nrej looking with 
particular interest to the railway 
shares as a probable feature of the 
market during th e coming weeks. The 
return of the railroads to their own- 
ers will bring al out, it is likely, a 
considerable rearrangement of the 
values; stronger lines nrter the dis- 
continuance of government control 
tending to reach a higher level, while 
the weaker roads may shrink still 
further. Government protection of 
railroad incomes is not likely to be of 
such a nature as to stabilize the re- 
turns of tho strong and weak lines 
alike. 

Despite the fact} that immediate 
pnospeets are necessarily more or 
less uncertain, the readjustments tin 
prices has rendered not a few solid 
issues attractive to buyers and in- 
vestment purchasing has been con- 
siderably in evidence of late. — Lex- 
ington

The military and naval pol- 
icies have not been decided upon, and 
the niniy and navy are losing vome 
of their best officers by reason of 
the Minn to provide for the higher 
pay and reorganisation of the serv- 
ices. 

"With increasing disorders due to 
undesirable aliens only recently man- 
ifested in the West and present in all 
industrial sections of the country, 
nothing definite has ben done to 
Stamp out anarchy or Bolshevism. 

"Nothing definite has been done to 
prevent the high cost of living, and 
the promised land settlement bill for 
soldiers lias not even Wen reported 
Crom the committee which long con- 
sidered it."

Wp are. not prepared 
to say thnt the proposal of 14 per 
cent, increase is adequate Nor are 
we prepared to sny that the proposal 
of the miner* for a 91 per cent, in- 
crease should have been accepted 
We believe, however, that Dr. (liir- 
t'ield has adopted n sound principle 
in contending thnt cnnl enn be mined 
at present retail prices with adequate 
compensation both to the operntor 
iind the miner. Obviously w ( > cannot 
stahiliie our industries, nor check 
the ascending cost of living, if there 
in to be a marked advance in the 
price of so hasic I necessity as fuel. 

It is absolutely necessary thnt the 
mines be operated. It is much better 
that they be operated by private cap- 
ital, but if private capital owning 
the mines cannot come to terms with- 
in bounds that would prevent an ad- 
vance in the price to the consumer, 
there appears to be no other alter- 
! native than the operation of the 
mines by the government itself. The 
coal must be produced. If private en 
terprisp fails in this supreme obli- 
gation to society, it becomes neces- 
sary for the government to step in 
nnd perform this essential function. 
If the government can operate the 
mines with the 14 per cent Sncrease 
in wages, without advancing the 
price of coal to the consumer, and at 
the same time make reasonable com- 
pensation to the mine owners, it 
should be practicable for the owner 
himself to operate on this basis. If 
Mr. Garfield can demonstrate the 
practicability of Wis plan, through 
the operntion of a few mines, there 
would appear to be a reasonable 
prospect for a general resumption on 
this basis. 

It is most unfortunate that there 
should be a development calling for 
a further extension of the activities 
of the federal government, but be- 
tween the evil of govrnment opera- 
tion and the evil of no coal, there 
cannot be the slightest hesitation as 
to the choice. Public opinion will 
support whatever movement prom-
